Armstrong,  Aldrin  and  Collins 
— safe  and  well  after  man’s  most 
daring  voyage  of  exploration  and 
a bizarre  isolation— made  then- 
way  slowly  down  the  laboratory 
sidewalk,  shaking  hundreds  of 
hands  and  grinning. 

Collins  wore  the  moustache  he 
grew  in  space  and  did  not  shave  it 
off  after  he  and  his  crewmates 
were  taken  aboard  the  USS 
Hornet  recovery  ship  July  26  in 
the  South  Pacific. 

The  trio  parted  for  the  first 
time  since  Armstrong  and  Aldrin 
returned  to  the  mother  ship  after 
their  lunar  landing.  They  got  into 
separate  cars,  the  gray  station 
wagons  the  space  agency  uses  to 
take  returned  space  heroes  the 
final  miles  to  their  homes  nearby. 

The  cars  carrying  Aldrin  and 
Collins  pulled  out  quickly, 
hurrying  the  astronauts  to  then- 
waiting  families. 

Armstrong’s  car  was  delayed 
momentarily  as  the  crowd  pressed 
in  for  a glimpse  of  the  space 
pioneer. 

The  end  of  the  isolation  came 
when  Dr.  Charles  Berry,  chief 
physician  of  the  astronauts,  and 
Dr.  Robert  Gilruth,  director  of 
the  Manned  Spacecraft  Center, 
cut  away  a plastic  covering  that 
sealed  an  outside  door  of  the 
quarantine  laboratory.

ISTANBUL,  TURKEY  - 
Noah’s  Ark  may  be  lying  beneath 
a glacier  at  the  bottom  of  a lake 
on  Mt.  Ararat,  some  archeologists 
say.  They  plan  to  try  to  find  it 
next  summer. 

Some  pieces  of  wood,  possibly 
4,000  years  old,  discovered  this 
summer  on  the  17,000-foot 
mountain  in  eastern  Turkey,  have 
spurred  the  scientists  to  search 
further  for  the  vessel. 

According  to  Jewish  and 
Christian  tradition,  the  ark  saved 
Noah,  his  family  and  pairs  of 
animals  from  a flood  that  covered 
the  world.  Similar  stories  of 
escape  by  boat  from  a great  flood 
appear  in  other  ancient  Middle 
Eastern  lore. 

B.  E.  Crawford  of  Washington, 
D.C.,  president  of  SEARCH 
(Scientific  Exploration),  said  the 
pieces  of  wood  were  found  July 
31  and  Aug.  2. 

The  expedition  was  financed 
under  a U.S.  government  grant  to 
the  Arctic  Institute  of  North 
America.  Harry  Crawford  of 
Denver  led  the  six-man  field  team

It  certainly  is  obvious  how  anxious  the  university 
is  in  the  quest  of  students  for  advanced  degrees. 

Besides  a full  tuition-fee  charge  for  the  honor  of 
taking  six  hours  of  thesis  credit  (even  if  the  student 
is  writing  the  thesis  away  from  school),  the 
following  expenses  must  be  incurred  by  students 
seeking  a master's  degree. 

MONEY 

—Twenty  dollars  graduation  fee  (bachelor's  degree 
is  only  twelve  dollars)  due  six  months  before 
graduation,  or  else  an  additional  three  dollars  is 
assessed  as  a late  fee. 

MONEY 

—Nine  dollars  cap  and  gown  fee  (bachelor's  is 
$4.50),  for  the  privilege  of  bedecking  oneself  during 
graduation  services. 

MONEY 

—Forty  cents  per  page  to  have  the  thesis  typed  by 
one  of  the  typists  on  the  list  supplied  by  the 
Graduate  \chool  office  (to  have  someone  else  do 
the  typing  is  usually  disastrous,  as  Graduate  Office 
regulations  are  super-strict).  The  faster  typists  make 
four  dollars  per  hour  and  up!  If  the  typist  goofs  on 
the  margins  or  something  similar  (a  common 
occurence),  the  student  pays  her  (a  second  time)  or 
someone  else  to  have  the  whole  thesis  retyped  (a 
real  incentive  to  writing  a comprehensive,  thorough 
thesis!). 

MORE  MONEY 

—Thirty -five  cents  or  more  per  page  to  have  the 
thesis  printed  on  50-bond  paper. 

EVEN  MORE 

—$2.75  per  copy  for  the  four  required  bound 
copies  of  the  thesis  (in  addition  to  any  the  student 
wants  for  himself,  if  he  has  any  money  left),  which 
the  student  pays,  in  order  that  the  library  (two),  his 
major  department,  and  the  State  Historical  Society 
can  have  copies. 

STAGGERING  DEBT 

—The  student  is  instructed  to  have  the  thesis 
printed  in  final  form  before  defending  same  during 
the  final  oral  examination,  during  which  some 
changes  in  the  thesis  are  usually  urged  by  the 
student's  committee;  the  student,  thus,  pays  to  have 
the  changed  pages  retyped  and  reprinted. 

Further  evidence  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
Graduate  School  in  students  seeking  a post-graduate 
degree  is  that  the  G.S.  office  has  been  closed  most 
of  the  summer,  the  Dean  and  the  dissertation 
secretary  have  been  on  vacation  several  days  prior  to 
the  final  thesis  deadline,  and  only  one  dissertation 
secretary  is  available  to  answer  in-person  and 
telephone  questions  during  the  very  busy  final  days 
before  deadline. 

So,  undergraduates,  look  forward  to  that  happy 
day  when  that  master's  degree  is  placed  in  your 
hand;  in  the  meantime,  start  saving  your  pennies 
and  lining  up  a second  or  third  job  (get  a job  typing 
theses),  because  you'll  need  all  you  can  scratch  up 
to  fit  in  to  the  university  emphasis  on  advanced 
education. 

PLEASE  NOTE

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Belov  Visits  Y Campus 


Gennadi  Aleksandrovich  Belov, 
head  of  the  National  Archive 
Administration  for  the  Union  of 
Soviet  Socialist  Republics,  arrived 
at  BYU  Friday  afternoon  for  a 
brief  visit. 

After  a short  interview  with 
Robert  K.  Thomas,  Academic 
Vice-president,  Belov  met  with 
studepts  of  Dr.  Edwin  B.  Morrell 
of  the  BYU  Political  Science 
Department. 

An  invitation  from  the  World 
Conference  on  Records  brought 
Belov  to  Utah.  He  came  with 
Boris  Ivanovich  Kaptilov,  an 
associate  in  the  Soviet  Archives, 


who  acted  as  interpreter  and 
traveling  companion.  His  visit  to 
BYU  was  initiated  by  Dr.  Morrell 
who  has  been  acting  as  an 
interpreter  for  the  World 
Conference  Records.  Dr.  Morrell 
speaks  fluent  Russian. 

Belov  spoke  with  students  at  a 
brief  meeting  before  his  busy 
schedule  required  him  to  return  to 
Salt  Lake  City  for  another 
meeting  with  the  Conference. 

The  government-owned  and 
operated  institutions  and  factories 
of  the  Soviet  Union  make  the 
centralization  of  records  in  the 
national  archives  much  easier,  said 


Belov,  although  the  Soviet  Union 
places  no  emphasis  on  genealogy. 

Answering  a question,  Belov 
said  that  the  Soviet  Union  places 
greater  emphasis  on  the  English 
language  than  we  do  on  Russian.

Zinniger,  Miller  Grab  Weekend  Headlin

BYU  officially  was  readmitted 
to  the  Utah  Soccer  League  last 
week  after  a year’s  absence  in 
favor  of  intercollegiate  play. 

The  Y also  will  become  the  first 
club  ever  to  field  three  teams  in 
the  senior  league  in  Utah. 

Although  the  lineup  of  teams  is 
not  yet  official,  it  is  assumed  that 
the  A division  will  include  BYU 
and  the  University  of  Utah. 

The  other  clubs  in  the  top 
division  probably  will  be  United, 
the  Incas,  Alemannia,  Hollandia, 
Berlin  and  the  Hellas,  last  year’s  B 
division  champion. 

Utah  State  University  and  the 
Aztecas  are  challenging  BYU  and 
Utah’s  claims  to  the  two  final  A 
positions,  but  they  are  expected 
to  be  placed  in  the  B division. 

USU’s  claim  is  the  weaker  of 
the  two  challenges,  since  the 
school  lost  four  games  in  four 
tries  against  the  Cougars  and  the 
Utes  last  year.  BYU  whipped  the 
Utags  9-2  and  9-1. 

The  Aztecas  are  trying  to 
reclaim  the  A division  position 
they  held  when  the  club  folded 
three  seasons  ago.  The  team  is 
reorganized  and  has  requested 
admission  into  the  A league. 

However,  the  team  was  a weak 
A team  then,  and  the  league’s 
attitude  seems  to  be  that  the  club 
will  have  to  prove  itself  in  the  B 


division  where  the  champion  gets 
to  move  up  into  the  A league. 

Two  years  ago,  the  Vikings 
rejoined  the  league  after  an 
absence  of  several  years.  They 
played  their  first  season  in  the  B 
league,  won  it,  and  spent  last  year 
in  the  A division. 

According  to  Dieter  Chivilinsky, 
representing  the  Berlin  club  at  the 
league  meeting,  there  is  a 
possibility  that  club  may  drop  out 
of  the  league. 

Berlin’s  president,  Arthur 
Zander,  was  suspended  recently 
for  participating  in  a tournament 
in  a California  league  that  has 
been  labelled  an  outlaw 
organization  by  the  United  States 
Soccer  Football  Association,  the 
governing  body  of  which  the  Utah 
League  is  an  affiliate. 

The  USSFA  requested  that  the 
Utah  League  take  action.  Zander, 
a man  greatly  respected  in  the 
league,  has  the  right  to  appeal  his 
suspension.  So  far,  the  league  has 
received  no  notification  that  he 
plans  an  appeal. 

Chivilinsky  said  the  club  may 
not  function  without  Zander.  “No 
one  else  wants  to  take  the 
responsibility,”  he  said. 

Regular  season  play  will  begin 
Sept.  27,  league  president  Bill 
Mead  announced.  Opponents  in 
the  opening  week  have  not  been 
named. 

There  will  be  a preseasons  cup 
tournament  beginning  Sept.  6.  It 
will  last  for  three  weeks.
